NEW YORK (AP) - Robert 


Earle, the quick-tongued schol- 
arly looking moderator of NBC's 
"College Bowl," is now in the 
middle of his leisurely midweek 
weekend. 


When most of the husbands 


and fathers of Ithaca, N.Y., are 
doing their Saturday and Sun- 
day relaxing, Earle is furiously 
busy — 220 miles to the south. 


Actually Earle, 40, has what 


sounds tike a broadcasting and 
family man's dream job. The 
price is right, his work week is 
three days — he usually stays 
over in New York for Monday 
conferences with staff and spon- 
sor, fhe rest of his week be- 
longs to him. 


Earle literally walked into the 


job of moderating the Sunday 
afternoon 
"College Bowl" 
in 


1962 after he read in a television 
column — this writer's, in fact 


—that Allen Ludden, the pro- 


gram's long-time host, was quit- 
ting to take over both the day- 
time and the evening editions of 
"Password." Earle, who had 
been in broadcasting 16 years, 
grabbed some tapes of his work, 
drove to New York, walked info 
the office of the producer and 
asked for the job. 


The tapes proved satisfactory. 


Earle had the same general 
style and mien of Ludden and 
he was hired on the spot. At 
first he thought of moving cl/.s- 
er to the New York broadcast- 
ing studios. 


But Earle and his wife had 


lived in Ithaca since 1953 when 
he was made chairman of Itha- 
ca College's Radio and Televi- 
sion Department. 
Their 
four 


children, three boys in their 
teens and a girl, had been born 
there and the family had sunk 
roots deep in the community. 


"So we decided 
to stay," 


Earle said. "It is a very pleas- 
ant life and a great place to 
raise kids." 


In good weather, he drives to 


New York each Saturday, a fast 
trip on the state Thruway. He 
used to drive in winter, but 
since a slight but scary skidding 
accident, he has been flying the 
round trip. 


The toughest part of moderat- 


ing the fast-moving "College 
Bowl" is keeping up the hecftc 
pace. Earle runs through the 
questions in advance, to check 
his 
pronunciation 
of 
foreign 


words and avoid stumbling. 


"The 
important thing is to 


listen hard t the answers," he 
said. "The most difficult an- 
swers are the ones to 'judgment 
questions' — the ones that ask 
'why.' Somewhere you have to 
hear something that agrees with 
the official answer card." 


Earle says that he never wea- 


ries of the game — "It's eter- 
nally fresh, both from the stand- 
point of the questions and the 
fact that each week there are 
four new faces on the new stu- 
dent team."

Would Set

Dissenters

WASHINGTON (AP) - Crea- 


tion of a permanent Minority 
Economic Council to champion 
the dissenting economic views 
of th eparty out of power was 
proposed today by Rep. Thomas 
B. Curtis, R-Mo. 


Curtis, senior House Republi- 


can on the Jint Economic Com- 
mittee f Congress, mad ehis 
proposal 
in 
a 
statement 


prepared for a symposium ob- 
serving the 20th anniversary of 
the Employment Act of 1946. 


•That act formally fixed maxi- 


mum production, employment 
and purchasing power as the 
overriding goals of national eco- 
nomic policy. It established the 
joint congressional committee 
and the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers to help at- 
tain the goals. 


The symposium was organ- 


ized as a special hearing of the 
congressional 
committee 
but 


was to be held in a large hotel 
ballroom. The invited partici- 
pants included chairmen and 
members of the 
President's 


Council during the Harry S. Tru- 
man, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
John F. Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations. 


"Debate on econmoic issues is 


today not extensive enough or 
thorough enough," Curtis said. 
"It needs a better informed, 
institutionalized challenger, able 
to refine and clarify economic 
policy issues." 


Curtis said that while the ex- 


ecutive branch has vast re- 
search and statistical resources 
at its command and "a strong 
attraction for private advisers," 
the minority party in Congress 
lacks such resources. 


To bring "informed dissent- 


ers" together, he said, the Mi- 
nority Economic Council would 
be appointed by a "board of di- 
rectors" consisting of the rank- 
ing minority members of the 
Senate and House committees 
dealing with economic affairs— 
the Joint Economic, Senate Fi- 
nance, House Ways and Means, 
both Banking Committee 
and 


both Appropriations Commit- 
tees. 


"This Minority Economic 


Council would be responsible to 
whichever party does not con- 
trol the White House, and would 
be funded by Congress," Curtis 
explained. The services of its 
full-time staff would be availa- 
ble to all minority members of 
Congress,

Young Award winner who won 
26 games last season, was not 
available for comment. 


Drysdale, 29, however, said "I 


will not comment on the figures, 
which would put me in the posi- 
tion of negotiating through the 
newspapers." 


"However," he added, "Sandy 


and I are grown up and this is a 
business affair. We want to han- 
dle it the way we feel right and 
in a proper manner for all con- 
cerned. 


"It is not up to me to say what 


the terms are, or to comment on 
the position of our attorney," 
Drysdale explained. He is also a 
Cy Young Award winner.

They've had four golden years 


in Dodger Stadium, setting at- 
tendance records right and left 
Season attendance figures have 
bobbed around the 2.5-million 
mark.

The Metamorphosis of Robert Manry

CLEVELAND—(NEA)-—It took consider- 


ably less time for a graying newspaperman 
to bt'como a world hero than it's taking him 
to learn fo live with the results. 


Robert Manry sailed into fame last summer

about the kids. Robin. 14, and Douglas, 11. 
There's the more immediate problem of cool- 
ness, even hostility, both have run into 
among onetime chums. 


Doug is handling it best. Pride seems to 


be his armor and. once on the quiet side, he's 
now "blossoming out," his father notes with 
pleasure. 


But it's tougher for Robin. 
"I don't understand it," Virginia says. 


"Kids who were her friends would say: 'Hey, 
Manry! Your old man's nuts!' She says she 
can get down a school corridor now without 
trouble, but she's still withdrawn." 


It's not only at school that changed atti- 


tudes have been noticed. 


"I think we're pretty much the same peo- 


ple we were before." Manry says. "But what 
is changing is the attitude of other people 
toward us. 1 know a lot of people who before 
gladly would have done things for me: now 
they charge me a fee." 


Not everyone, however, Mrs. Manry is 


quick to add. "Some people we don't even 
know have been so sweet. They must have 
thought we needed money, because at first 
they kept sending us checks and bills. Many 
didn't give names or a d d r e s s e s , so we 
couldn't send them back. We gave them to 
charity." 


Bob also continues to receive fan mail, 


prompted, he thinks, by the appeal of a voy- 
age which was an individual effort in an age 
when "people are becoming ciphers, lost in 
these gigantic organizations we've built." 


The Manrys' neat, ranch-style home in sub- 


urban Willowick is well-stocked with memen- 
tos of the Tinkerbelle epic, mostly gifts from 
admiring citizens. 


An oil painting ("One of five we've been 


given.") of the tiny craft in a mountainous 
blue-green sea takes over one living room 
wall. In a corner squats a larger-than-life 


critical standards—threatens to fall into the 
problem category. Out with her only twice 
since the Atlantic crossing, once with an 
embarrassing mishap ending with a tow into 
harbor. Bob doubts he'll ever sail her again. 


But what to do with her r e m a i n s the 


question.

Manry would like a larger boat to take care 


of the whole family. And he's doing some 
dreaming about what might come then. 


"I'd like, maybe, to take a different cruise 


each summer with the family—the Carib- 
bean, the Aegean islands—and perhaps write 
about it." 


Mrs. Manry has a 


houseful of mementos, 


including a larger- 


than-life bust of her 
husband. She doesn't 


know where to put it.
